DCn  I r^X/RTC  Reports  on  the  Domestic  crop  continue  to 
“LU  OLv^VC,rt;  come  in  favorable  and  it  is  now  certain  that 
crop  will  be  lurcer  than  harvested  a year  ago.  French  crops  arc  re- 
ported unfavorable  so  that  very  low  prices  on  French  grown  seed 
can  hardly  be  expected  to  rule.
